The road starts on Ky 7 at Wrig¬ 
ley and takes a direct north¬ 
westerly route to Morehead, and 
when completed the road will 
lessen the distance between West 
Liberty and Morehead by ap¬ 
proximately 12 miles.

Actually the com¬ 
munity project received more 
than just cash donations toward 
its construction. 

Many people whose names have 
not heretofore been listed as 
controbutors donated labor and 
others donated material and serv¬ 
ices that aided in the successful 
and rapid completion of the proj¬ 
ect. Actually so many aided in 
the community enterprise that a 
complete list of them was diffi¬ 
cult to assemble.. The Courier 
belatedly seeks to publicly recog¬ 
nize all who assisted but have 
not been duly recognized in pre¬ 
vious news stories. 

Clyde Cantrell, who helped su¬ 
pervise construction, donated his 
team of horses for drag scraper 
work, the value of which has been 
estimated at $100. 

Ray Stratton donated his labor 
in building the ladders in the 
pool, the stand for the diving 
board and the benches, etc. at the 
pool. 

Kash Allen and Ed Jenia do¬ 
nated their time in installing 
electric wiring and fixtures in 
the bath house and pool. 

Bert Wells of Cannel City 
hauled the gravel free. 

Ormond Lewis of Pomp do¬ 
nated the lumber to build the 
walks around two sides of the 
pool. 

Ray Haney, construction super¬ 
intendent of the project, donated 
considerable time in extra work 
at the job. 

Coach Glenn Stanley donated 


considerable time in helping in 
various ways. 

Painting of the inside of the 

pool was done by Joe Blevins, 
Opa McKenzie, Charley Turner 
and Homer Fletcher. 

All employees of the lumber 
company working on the pool 

worked overtime, some 9, 10, and 
12 hours a day, and each donated

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tribution in the project. 

And the cash outlay for the 
modern 40-80-foot pool was only 
$11,800, an exceedingly low price 
in view of similar pools built and 
opened about the same time. For 
instance, a pool of similar size 
opened in Louisville the week be¬ 
fore West Liberty’s, cost $34,000, 
and one opened about the same 
time at the new mining town of 
David, Floyd county, cost $40,000 
cash outlay plus considerable free 
labor donated by miners and 
residents of the town. 

The West Liberty Lumber Com¬ 
pany, contractors on the local 
pool, charged only cost plus a 
small amount to take care cf 
social security and compensation 
insurance on their workers. And 
the lumber company’s workers 
donated extra hours beyond their 
regular eight hours a day. 

Several other communities 
have written to officials here to ! 
learn how West Liberty financed 
and built its pool. It might be 
summed up briefly by saying it 
was a cooperative community en¬ 
terprise with many people and 
organizations chipping in to do 
their part. 

The Kiwanis Club, which spon¬ 
sored the project, had the help of 
various other groups and many 
individuals and businesses. All 
but about $3,500 of the cash out¬ 
lay has been paid, and a note for 
this balance has been executed. 
The fish fry and shooting match 
to be held by the Kiwanians Aug. 

8 is the beginning of a series of 
community events planned to 
raise money to p3y off this note.

Plan Marker at Crave of Edmund Wells, Early Settler 


Monument Will Mark 
Grave of Pioneer Who 
Settled Here In 1800 


History-minded individuals this 
week launched a project that will 
result in the erection of a monu¬ 
ment at the grave of one of West 
Liberty’s first settlers. 

Mrs. LJoyd Allen of German¬ 
town, Ohio, and Mrs. Cortis K. 
Stacy of West Liberty are head¬ 
ing a drive for funds from rela¬ 
tives of Edmund Wells who many 
think built the first house in West 
Liberty, so that an appropriate 
marker can be placed at nis grave, i 

According to history Edmund 
Wells built his house on the site 
of the present town. The Wells 
house stood where the home of 
J. Luther Blair now stands. Wells 
also operated a store, which was 
located near the George Spurlock 
home at the north end of town. 

As early as 1816, Edmund Wells 
was residing in this area and in 
that year built the second water 
mill within the confines of what 
later was to become Morgan 
county. This mill was located on 
Licking River opposite West Lib¬ 
erty. Prior to the establishment 
of this mill, residents of the area 
ground their corn meal by means 
of a mortar and pestle 

The erection of a lasting stone 
to mark the burial place of the 
pioneer will be a tribute to one 


who played an important role in 
the early development of the 
county. By an act of the Legis¬ 
lature in 1822, Morgan was es¬ 
tablished as a county from parts 
of Floyd and Bath counties. The 
organization of the county took 
place at a meeting at the home 
of Edmund Wells on March 10. 
1823. At this time the necessary 
resolutions and preambles were 
formed and later presented. Thus 
it was that Morgan county be¬ 
came the 73rd in order of forma¬ 
tion in the Commonwealth. 

At the February term of Mor¬ 
gan County Court, 1824, an order 
was issued amiointine commis¬ 
sioners to let the contract for con¬ 
struction of a jail at West Lib¬ 
erty. At the January term, 1825, 
Edmund Wells gave bond in court 
for the payment of one-sixth the 
proceeds from sale of town lots 
ir. West Liberty. A year later in 
county court. Wells was awarded 
contract to built a courthouse in 
the town, to be a frame Structure 
24 by 36 feet, the loweT story to 
be nine feet high and the upper 
floor to be six feet high. The 
building was painted a brilliant 
red and had quaint windows and 
ancient gables. 

Edmund Wells was one of sev¬ 
eral men who assembled on the 
banks of Licking River on that 
organizational day of March 10, 
1823 and was presented a com¬ 
mission as Justice of the Peace, 
the commission signed by the then 


Governor, John Adair. 

The first license to conduct a 
public tavern in Morgan county 
was granted to Wells April 14, 
1823. 

It is conceded that Wells was 
residing within the confines of 
the present county as early as 
1800. Some historians say Daniel 
Williams. Baptist preach, built 
the first home on what is now 
West Liberty in the year 1805. 

Thus, in commemoration of the 
role Edmund Wells played in the 
county and town’s early history, 
Mrs. Allen, a great-great grand¬ 
daughter of the pioneer settler, 
and Mrs. Stacy, a great-great- 
great granddaughter, are solicit¬ 
ing donations to pay for a marker 
at the Edmund Wells grave in 
the old Thomas Lewis cemetery 
at Pomp. The money donated 
also will be used to clean and 
repair the area around the grave 
The grave at present is marked 
by two field stones. 

Wells was a progenitor of one 
of the largest, if not the largest, 
families in the county. Another 
of his relatives who is interesiH 
in the drive for funds to mark 
his grave is a great-great grand¬ 
daughter, Miss Edna Wells of 
West Liberty.

MORGAN JOINS 
IN SHEEP PLAN 
FOR HILL AREA 

Orders For 45 
Breeding Ewes 
Placed At Meet 


Morgan county is joining with 
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counties* in a move to promote 
sheep growing in this area, and 
at a meeting here Tuesday three 
farmers placed orders for breed¬ 
ing ewes. 

Richard C. Miller, sheep spe¬ 
cialist from the Kentucky Experi¬ 
ment Station and the nation’s 
foremost authority on sheep, con¬ 
ducted the meeting at the court¬ 
house, assisted by County Agent 
Charlie Dixon. 

Mr. Miller has visited several 
mountain counties during the past 
few months to promote a sheep 
industry in hill counties. He said 
there is wide interest in sheep in 
the mountains, particularly so 
since the last Legislature enacted 
a dog control law. 

Bankers, luncheon clubs, cham¬ 
bers of commerce and farm bu¬ 
reaus are coperating, but farm¬ 
ers, while genuinely interested, 
are hesitating about investing in 
sheep until they see how well 
the new dog law will be enforced, 
he said. “There is plenty of in¬ 
terest, but farmers are just 
waiting to see if the dog menace 
can be taken care of,” Miller 
said. 

During the meeting here orders 
were placed for 45 ewes and three 
rams by the following farmers— 
Jasper Jones of Adele, 10 ewe3 
and a ram; Cummings Fugate of 
Grassy Creek, 25 ewes and a 
ram, and Rex Murphy of Ezel, 10 
ewes and a ram. 

Mr. Jones already has a flock 
of sheep but Fugate and Murphy 
are purchasing ewes to com¬ 
mence flocks. 

Other Morgan farmers who 
plan to establish flocks are urged 
to place their orders with the 
county agent by Aug. 10 so that 
their orders will go in the pool of 
orders being taken in this and 
other counties. 

! Mr. Miller recommended three 
plans for hill farmers who want 
to commence sheep flocks with a 
minimum of cash outlay— 

1. Buy 5-year-old t white face 
western range ewes costing about 
$12 each and breed them to Dor¬ 
set bucks. Save the ewe lambs 
for breeders and sell the range 
ewes when they are seven years 
old. In this way, he said, farmers 
could start a flock cheaply and in 
two years have one and two- 
year-old breeding ewes good for 
five years of production. The 
original range ewes, he said, 
could be sold in two years for half 
what they cost. 

2. Buy 70 to 75 pound black 
faced ewe lambs from the drouth 
stricken west, costing approxi¬ 
mately $15 delivered, rough them 
through the winter and breed 
next year to a Dorset, Suffolk or 
Southdown ram. In using this 
plan, farmers may well buy three 
times as many western ewes as 
they expect to use as breeder 
ewes. Thus they can pick out the 
best ones and sell the rest. The 
wool clip will carry them through 
the winter, Miller said. 

3. Buy yearling white faced 
ewes from the western ranges 
costing about $21 delivered, and 
breed them to Suffolk rams. 

Western ewes have proved best 
in Kentucky, and the types out¬ 
lined above can be bought cheap 
now because of drouth conditions 
in the west. Miller said. 

The Morgan county farmers de¬ 
cided to use the first plan and 
placed orders for 5-y e a r-old 
range ewes. 

Mr. Jones, who has both west¬ 
ern and native ewes in his flock 
at Adele, said his 10 western ewes 
produced 15 lambs and many of 
them brought top prices, while 
the native ewes produced only 
about one lamb each and none of 
the lambs brought top prices. 
Western ewes are recommended 
for Kentucky. They are hardier 
and thriftier and produce ap¬ 
proximately ltt lambs each per 
year. 

Start With Small Flock 

Miller foresees prospects of a 
15-million-dollar sheep industry 
I in the hill counties of Eastern 
I Kentucky. "Everyone considers 
this region ideally suited to sheep. 
Land is not so costly and the ov¬ 
erhead is less than in the Blue- 
grass region,” he said. “It is also 
] known that the problem of para-

| great in upland counties,” he 
|added. 

“Some mountain farmers al¬ 
ready are doing as good a job 
j with sheep as the best sheep 
farms in the Bluegrass. Any 
farmer can handle from 10 to 15 
breeding ewes. These will make 
a net profit of at least $20 each 
a year, and an additional income 
of $200 to $300 a year will mean 
a lot in many homes,” Miller 
told the meeting here. 

“We are thinking primarily of 
flocks of 10, 15 and 20 for small 
mountain farms, and if I were 
starting a flock of sheep up here 
under present conditions and in 
view of supplies and prices of 
sheep in the w’est, and didn’t 
want to put out much money. I’d
